Mr. Miesse, “ the co unty tax ad­ 
justment bo ards are in sessio n, 
rev iewing the budg ets and rates 
submitted to them by the v ario us 
g o v ernmental units in their jur­ 
isdictio n. These bo ards hav e the 
leg al po wer to prune budg ets and 
reduce rates, but no t to increase 
them. 
The tax pay ers can be 
helpful to the adjustment bo ards 
by po inting o ut where sav ing s 
may be made. The law co ntem­ 
plates that these hearing s shall 
be o pen and any tax pay er has a 
rig ht to state his o pinio ns. The 
bo ards must co mplete their wo rk 
by Octo ber 1. So me o f them will 
finish and finally appro v e budg ­ 
ets and rates befo re^ that date. 
“ When the rates hav e been 
fix ed by the adjustment bo ards, 
the tax pay ers still hav e rig hts 
and where budg ets are o ut o f 
line and rates to o hig h, these 
rig hts sho uld be ex ercised. Any 
ten tax pay ers, o ther than tho se 
who pay o nly po ll tax es, may no ­ 
tify the audito r o f their co unty 
that they pro po se to appeal to 
the State Bo ard o f Tax Co mmis­ 
sio ners. The audito r certifies the 
appeal and the state bo ard fix es 
a time fo r a hearing in the co un­ 
ty fro m which the appeal was 
made. There is no need to hire 
a lawy er to prepare the appeal 
o r to incur any ex penses what­ 
ev er. This metho d o f appeal is 
the last chance o f the tax pay ers 
to pro test ag ainst what they may 
believ e is a needless ex penditure 
o f their mo ney . 
“ Go v erno r Paul McNutt, in a 
recent speech bro adcast thro ug h­ 
o ut Indiana, urg ed the tax pay ­

This desig n has shown itself in sug g estions 
to deprive the hig hest judicial branch of g overn­ 
ment, the United States Supreme Court, of the 
power to effectively uphold w hat is left of the 
Constitution. 
If any think this is not a step in the direction 
of intolerant dictatorship as we witness it in the 
rest of the world, let them think ag ain! 
The leg islative attem pts of the past several 
years to circumvent the Constitution, have been 
plain and only the power of the United States 
Supreme Court to pass on such acts, has saved 
the American citizen his personal liberties and his 
property rig hts, and prevented him from having 
the chains of dictatorship forg ed upon him. 
Take heed of the advice of men who today put 
country above party and stand for the perpetua­ 
tion of unadulterated Americanism fostered and 
encourag ed by Constitutional g overnment un­ 
chang ed in principle from its orig inal desig n.
